bacco in Georgia as “an absolute 
fraud.” Governor Eugene Talmadge 
Tuesday called upon President Roose- 
velt to assist immediately in increas- 
ing prices at south Georgia markets 
after a delegation of growers and 
farm representatives had informed 
him that the average price of 13 cents 
per pound now being paid was “ruin- 
ing the section.” 

The governor’s request was made 
in a long telegram to the president. 
and Commissioner of Agriculture G. 
©. Adams left Tuesday night for 
Washington where he plans to meet 
commissioners of other  tobacco- 
growing states and seek a uniform 
increase in tobacco prices all over 
the south, Mr. Adams said he was 
ready to go to the president’s home 
at Hyde Park, N. Y., if necessary. 
Commissioner Harry Wé6elson, of 
Louisiana, president of the Southern 
Association of Agriculture Commis- 
sioners, was asked by the governor 
to call a meeting of his entire or- 
ganization in Washington for a con- 
ference with the président early next 


week, 
Crop of Better Quality. 

In his message to the president, 
which was dispatched to Hyde Park, 
the governor told the president that 
this year’s tobacco crop was of a 
better quality than usual and said 
that tobacco products were selling at 
the same prices that they did when 
the tobacco was bringing 50 to 70 
cents a pound to the growers. 

During the conference with the 
south Georgia delegation, the gover- 
nor notified J. F. Greer, director of 
the state bureau of markets, to “get 
in touch with J. Phil Campbell, di- 
rector of agricultural extension and 
see if we can’t get some help from 
the county agents and _ extension 
workers.” 

“I've been trying to fire Phil 
Campbell and I’d like to see if we 
can’t get him to help out the tobac- 
co growers,” the governor said, re- 
ferring to his effort as a member of 
the board of regents to name a new 
director, “The farmers can expect 
little from the county agents. I think 
the farmers of Georgia would be bet- 
ter off if Phil Campbell was blown 
out of the state.” 

Text of Message. 

The governor’s message to the pres- 
ident follows: 

“Tobacco in Georgia this year is 
of better quality than we have had 
for several years. It is bringing to 
the tobacco growers on un average of

WALLACE FAVORS 
DEBT ADJUSTMENT! 


Farm Chief Believes Ob- 
ligations Must Be Re- 
vised To Aid Exports. 


STONEVILLE, Miss., Aug. 8.— 
(P)—Adjustment of foreign war debts 
to stimulate export trade in farm 
products was advocated here today by 
Henry A. Wallace, secretary of agri- 
culture, before a mass meeting of 
Mississippi delta farmers. 

“If we want to sell farm products 
abroad in somewhat near the old 
quantities, then we shall have _ to 
change our minds about the debts,” 
Secretary Wallace said. “If we are 
going to insist on payment of the 
debts we shall have to abandon all 
hope of a healthy export trade in 
farm products for a long, long time to 
come. 

Realistic Thinking. 

“We need more realistic thinking 
about these matters of tariffs and 
foreign debts than we have thus far 
had. Nowhere Is the need greater than 
among our farmers. I know of no 
group so implacable on this matter 
of foreign debts, for example, and at 
the same time equally determined to 
force farm products on the world mar- 
ket. We can’t eat our cake and have 
it too.” 

“During the: World War the nation 
appealed to the cotton growers of the 
south and wheat and pork producers 
of the middle west to speed up pro- 
duction to meet the extraordinary 
demand from abroad. The appeal 
was answered. An agricultural ma- 
chine forced into high gear, however, 
cannot shift back to low overnight. 
Our unsalable agricultural surpluses 
really date from that point. 

“I suppose the history of the past 
12 years might have been much dif- 
ferent had the two great regions magt 
directly concerned—the agricultural 
south and the agricultural midwest— 
recognized what had happened to the

TWDAL WAVE HIT 
PARTY OF ORPHANS: 
| DEAD, 6 MISSING 


Wall of Water Rises Sud- 
denly From Calm Sea to 
Tear Over Long Island 
Sandbar. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 8.—(®)—A 
huge wave tore away part of a 
sandbar where about 100 orphans 
were holding a picnic today, dragged 
many of them into the sea off Edge- 
mere, L. I., and drowned a 10-year- 
old boy. Six others were missing. 

The children were from the Pride 
of Judea Orphans’ home, of Brook- 
lyn. Nine of them, pulled out of the 
surf by volunteers, police emergency 
crews and life guards, were treated 
for submersion, 

The dead boy was Raymond Evans, 
10. Those missing, Benjamin Haupt- 
man, Meyer Posalki, Leonard Shavter, 
Robert Rothstein, William Feltman 
and Asher Basses, ranged in age from 
10 to 15. 

List Incomplete. 

Officials at the orphanage tonight 
said a late check*up showed only the 
one boy had been drowned, but added 
they did not yet have a complete list 
of those who had gone on the picnic. 

Police said they were not certain 
whether any of the chHdren unac- 
counted for had drowned, or had man- 
aged to reach the beach safely and 
mingled with the crowds in the ex- 
citement. 

First reports of the tragedy brought 
crews of police with inhalators and 
other life-saving equipment. As the 
children were dragged from the surf 
they were treated on the beach. Only 
young Evans failed to respond to in- 
halator treatment and police said they 
were certain the others treated would 


survive. 
Nine Pulled Out. 

Including Evans, nine in all were 
pulled out by the hastily mobilized 
rescuers, 

The scene.of the freak wave was 
circular-shaped bar of sand situat 
about 300 yards off Edgemere near 
Far Rockaway, north of Coney Island. 
The bar is easily reached at low 
tide and most of the time the “island” 
is high and dry. 

Adult bathers who saw‘the wave 
come up suddenly out of a quiet sea, 
threw themselves int® the water after 
the struggling children, and were 
dragged out by the terrific undertow 
which followed the receding wave. 

All managed to reach land safely, 
however.

Fund of $400,000 Avail- 
able for Study in All 
“Typical” Areas. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—(*)— 
Drafting a national plan for power 
development will be undertaken at 


once by the power commission under 
a $400,000 allocation today by the 
public works administration. 

From the same fund the commis- 
sion will make a detailed study of 
costs of power transmission, an im- 
portant factor in rate making. 

Both inquiries were ordered by the 
senate last session in a resolution by 
Senator Costigan, democrat, Colorado, 
but funds were not available from 
regular sources and could only be pro- 
vided from the public works appro- 
priation. 

The power commission, in announc- 
ing it would begin the work imme- 
diately, said the full value of the na- 
tion’s economic resources had not 
been secured because of the absence 
of a national plan. 

Power commission officials indicat- 
ed their investigation, which will be 
on a regional basis to make it as 
broad as possible, will take in all 
typical communities. In addition to 
large cities their study will also em- 
brace rural, suburban and small city 
power enterprises.

FIGHT TO AZORES 
BRINGS AR FLEE 
NEAR HOMELAN 


Italians Complete 1,200- 
Mile Hop From New- 
foundland; May Go 
Home in One More Jump 


PONTA DEL GADA, Azores, Aug. 
8.—(UP)—The 24 Italian.seaplane3, 
commanded by General Italo Balbo, 
air minister, bobbed at moorings in 


the picturesque waters of the semi- 
tropical Azores tonight at the end of 
a spectacular dash of 1,200 miles down 
over the Atlantic in formation from 


sections tonight, however. General Bal- 
bo leading five groups of three plancs 
each on to Ponta 1 Gada, on the 
easternmost island of St. Miguel here, 
while General Aldo Pellegrini, second 
in command, led the other nine planes 
to Horta, on Fayal, some 150 miles 
to the west. 

They were in communication by 
radio this evening, and all made the 
daring over-water hop without mishap, 
on almost train-like schedule. General 
Pellegrini’s three squadrons reached 
Horta at 2:49 p. m., eastern daylight 
time, and General Balbo’s group ar- 
rived here at Ponta Del Gada’s harbor 
at 3:15 p. m. eastern daylight time. 
They averaged a little better than 100 
miles an hour, the squadrons having 
started from Shoal Harbor, Newfound- 
land, at 3:45 a. m., eastern daylight 
time, for the Azores. 

The fliers were elated with the suc- 
cess of their flight from Newfound- 
land, and felt the worst of their re- 
markable mass flight from Italy to 
Chicago and return was behind them. 
Their next hop will be to Orbetello 
airport, their home field in Italy, with 
a possible stop in Portugal, 800 miles 
due east over the Atlantic. 


POLISH FLIERS CRACK UP 

ON HARBOR GRACE AIRPORT 

HARBOR GRACE, Newfoundland, 
Aug. 8—(UP)—Two Polish fliers 
cracked up today when they misjudged 
the size of the landing field here, on 
an unannounced flight from Floyd 
Bennett field, New York. Both were 
slightly injured. 

The fliers, Benjamin and Joseph 
Adamowitz, apparently misjudged the 
wind signals, also, and crashed while 
trying to land down vind. They were 
unable to check. their speed after 
touching ground and overshot the field. 

The undercarriage and one wing 
were smashed and other damage done 
to the machine. The men were not 
seriously injured. Joseph Adamowitz 
suffered a gash in one arm, needing 
three stitches.

Praises Welles. 


General Alberto Herrera, secretary 
of war and acting secretary of state, 
said Machado will consider tomorrow 
his answer to the Welles formula. 
The general is acting as secretary of 
state in the absence of Orestes Fer- 
rara, returning to Cuba from London, 
where he attended the world economic 
conference. 

Herrera characterized as “absolutely 
unfounded” rumors that President 
Machado had instructed high army 
officers to prepare to resist interven- 
tion. Concerning Welles, he declared 
the president was “enchanted” with 
the ambassador's mediation efforts. 

The strikes of transport and other 
workers, which have spread rapidly in 
Havana and in other parts of the 
island during the past week, may be 
broken tomorrow, the president as- 
serted.

“I am confident,” the president's 
statement added, “that the people of 
the United States will understand that 
I am watching over peace and order 
in Cuba and defending against revolu- 
tion and anarchy the independence, the 
sovereignity and the institutions of a 
republic that this same people of the 
United States nobly aided us to form.”

But I 
want to tell you I pinched myself good 
and hard to make sure that nothing 
of the kind was happening. There 
are, ag Flammarion once said, more 
things in heaven and on earth of 
which we have not the slightest com- 
prehension than things we do under- 
stand. Lourdes is one of them.»

CONFLAGRATION WASHINGTON, .Aug- 8.—Montagu Nor-

That is why the financial insiders have been running around 
in circles since the news came out that he was on his way to 
New York. 

Linked with his trip is the fact that George Harrison, head 
of the Federal Reserve baiok (New York) was snooping secretly 
around Washington the last week-end. Also the additional fact 
that J. P.. Morgan recently held a series of conferences with 
Norman iff England. 

Wise men near the top in Wall Street have been tipped 
no Be purely banking deal on international exchange is in the 
making. : 

They believe that Morgan and the New York federal re- 
serve outfit are interested in making a private arrangement 
with the Bank of England to facilitate dollar transactions abroad. 
Violent fluctuations are apparently being terraced so that the 
dollar and pound may do less soaring and diving. 

At the root of the problem is the prospect that the dollar 
may shortly return from its flight abroad. An understanding 
must be reached so the return flight will not start the for- 
eign exchange roller coaster again. 


INCENDIARY—tThe only point of general importance is the 

. prospect that this dealing may force President 
Roosevelt to disclose his dollar hand. 

The federal reserve will not carry greenbacks around for 
him unless he lets them know how much greenbacks are go- 
ing to be worth a few months hence. 

In other words, the fire is being lit under him to smoke 
him out as to when and how much dollar devaluation there is 
going to be. 

That is a fire worthy of the attendance of the man who 
carries the Bank of England around in his hat. 


A significant simultaneous development is the fact that Mr. 
Roosevelt’s associates here now are moaning and groaning un- 
der their breaths about: the international aspects of dollar de- 
valuation. 

There are strong inner indications that Mr. Roosevelt has 
found it is not such a simple thing as he hoped it would be. 

First, there is the current question of war debts.. Are we 
going to devaluate and let the debtors pay off in depreciated cur- 
rency? Also the problem of large American investments abroad. 
Are we going to depreciate those? Likewise the sad realization 
that our depreciated dollar has not stimulated foreign trade as 
expected. 

On top of these private agonies is the realization that our 
domestic debt situation is slowly taking care of itself. The 
main idea in devaluation was to help those who contracted debts 
under a 1929 dollar. 


PROSPECTS—tThese worries probably will be discarded by Mr, 
Roosevelt in the end. 

The domestic situation has been the dominant factor in his 
mind from the beginning. ; 

Those who know him best believe he will toss the interna- 
tional considerations out of the window and determine his policy 
purely on the results shown by the NRA. 

That means the odds still favor devaluation,

Three times he struck the spider, and 
in less than half a minute, our spider 


swiftly, and is well protected by its 
external armor, much harder than 
that of the spider. Both animals, 
therefore, are to be res - we do 
not recommend the adoption of either 
as household pets. . 

This trip yielded, as we said yes- 
terday, a large number of specimens. 
We collected possibly five or six hours 
in all, and got over sixty salamanders. 
There are seven species represented, 
attd had we captured all that we saw, 
there would have been over two hun- 
dred specimens at a conservative esti- 
mate. One'of the necessities of col- 
lecting for research purposes is to get 
a series of each species from young to 
adult, and not merely large numbers 
of large specimens. Of course, the 
big one got away. We saw what was 
probably Cryptobranchus in the 
stream, but he evaded us successful- 
ly, and we still have something to 
look forward to. Cryptobranchus will 
be written up when it is captured. To- 
morrow I am going to tell you about 
a field mouse that I brought home 
from the mountains. Oliver Allen 
gave me the specimen for the collection, 
but I am making a pet of it instead. 


Pope Receives Theodore Roosevelt, 


Recalling “‘T.R.” Incident of 1910 


ROME, Aug. 8.—(4)—Pope Pius 
XI today received in audience Theo- 


dore Roosevelt, son of the former 
president of the United States. Mon- 
signor Eugene Burke, rector of the 
American College, accompanied Colo- 
nel Roosevelt on his visit to the 
pontiff. 


The visit today of Colonel Roose- 
| velt to the Vatican recalled one of the 
| most sensational incidents in the ca- 
reer of his distinguished father, the 
former president of the United 
States, who, on a trip to Rome in 
1910, failed to see the head of the 
Catholic church under’ conditions 
which were quite unusual. 


In the course of his foreign travels 
in that year, ex-President Roosevelt 
came to Rome. An audience was ar- 


Some time earlier, his holiness had 
declined to see former Vice Presi- 
dent Charles W. Fairbanks because 
Mr. Fairbanks had made an address 
to the Methodists in Rome. Through 
the American ambassador the follow- 
ing message was conveyed to the 
former president of the United 
States: 

“The holy father will be delighted 
to grant audience to Mr. Roosevelt

ASTRONOMERS SEE 
“SCAR” ON SATURN 
AS CRASH EVIDENCE 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8.—4)— 
A terrific collison between a giant 
meteor and the planet Saturn was 
advanced today by naval observatory 
astronomers as a possible cause of the 
huge white spot that appeared on the 
planet early Saturday. 

The spot appears to be about the 
size of the earth. nearly 8,000 miles 
across, but that does not necessarily 
mean that a meteor as large as the 
earth hit Saturn, astronomers said. 

» The spot is seen from the earth is 
probably a cloud of dust in the at- 
mosphere that surrounds Saturn, Such 
a cloud might have been produced by 
the fall of a huge meteor or by a 
giant volcanic eruption from inside the 
planet. The dust cloud might be con- 
siderably larger than the meteor or 
eruption that caused it. 

he white spot, standing out giain- 
ly against Saturn’s yellow background, 
is being used by astronomers to check 
up on the exact speed of the big 
planet’s rotation.

L. T. A. mainly was anxious to clear 
Vines’ status before he tries for his 
third straight national singles cham 
pionship in September. 

The latest published reports hare 
been specific in suggesting that Vines’ 
prospects of turning “pro” for a con- 
siderable money inducement depended 
upon his showing at Forest Hills 
against an all-star field, including 
Fred Perry, Henri Cochet and Jack 
Crawford, his chief foreign rivals. 

“We have the situation with respect 
to Vines under very serious consid- 
eration,” Carruthers told the Asso- 
ciated Press.

Stressing the point that Mitchell 
was in no way involved in the case, 
the district attorney was neverthe- 
less hopeful he might have some 
knowledge of Sanborn’s business deals 
that would furnish a lead for the in- 
vestigators. Efforts were being made 
by the district attorney to locate 
Mitchell in either Italy, England or 
France.

The first strenuous resistance by 
farmers who have refused to join the 
strike occurred at Chittenango Sta- 
tion, where they battled with their 
fists against another group which hal 
dumped milk on more than a dozen 
trucks and automobiles. 

Governor Lehman insisted’ that 
sheriffs protect the law-abiding pub- 
lic from violence which has spread 
throughout central and eastern New 
York. Several sheriffs protested yes- 
terday that they were helpless anc 
needed assistance of the national guard. 
The governor also urged district at 
torneys to prosecute law violators. 

Although plenty of milk continue’ 
to flow in most cities, Amsterdam, ‘n 
the heart of the strike area, had its 
second milkless day, and Schenectady, 
with a population of 90,000 hastily 
prepared plans for a city pasteuriza- 
tion plant. 

Today's outbreaks were scattered 
and few. One farmer was hit in the 
face with a wrench at Fayette. Nu- 
merous trucks were dumped through.

MURDER OF BAILY 


NO TO KINAPER 


Father Is Positive But 
Police Continue Search 
for a Woman. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Aug. 8.—(?) 
A belief that kidnapers struck down 
and killed 27-year-old Oliver 8S. Baily, 
a leader of the younger smart set of 
Cincinnati society, was expressed by 
his relatives and friends tonight. 

They thought it possible that the 
kidnapers found the husky young cap- 
tive more than they could handle. 
But the police, nevertheless, went on 
hunting for a woman. 

They believed they had evidence one 
had been with him along a wooded 
drive late Saturday shortly before 
somebody hit him on the head with 
a brick, causing his death. 

Young Baily’s wife and 3-year-old 
son were. vacationing at Lake Placid, 
N. ¥., and his parents were at North 
Port Point, Mich. 

So there was no one to report him 
missing or to identify him until late 
yesterday, when police succeeded in 
tracing the shoes he wore. 

“There was no love affair,”.his fa- 
ther, George Baily, Cincinnati attor- 
ney, contended. “Some devil kid- 
naped him, teok him to this lonely 
place and killed him when he re- 
sisted.” 

Urging acceptance of the kidnaping 
theory, friends pointed out that kid- 
napers might have intended to seek 
ransom from Baily’s wealthy father- 
in-law, Jess Lippincott, president and 
treasurer of the Cincinnati 
stock yards. 

But the police wondered where 
young Baily’s automobile might be; 
who drew the crude, pencil map they 
found near by of the lovers’ lane on 
grounds of the municipal water works, 
and marked the spot near where the 
body lay; why the young society man 
had discussed with friends plans fo 
spend the week-end out of town; and 
how it came about he was found dead 
instead, with his pockets containing 
five tickets for an amusement park 
not far from where the body lay. 

At least, the police said, the motive 
for the killing apparently was not 
robbery, for the contents of his pock- 
ets were undisturbed. Nor were of- 
ficers particularly impressed with the 
struggle-to-resist-kidnaping idea, for, 
they pointed out, his clothing showed 
no signs of disarray, while indica- 
tions were that he was struck down 
unexpectedly and from behind. 

His father would not listen to any- 
thing of the sort, however. 

“The thing is all too wicked and 
cruel for comprehension,” he _ ex- 
claimed. “The idea of a love triangle 
is absurd. I knew the boy and every- 
body else who knew him knew that 
he would never have been mixed up 
in a thing like that. He was a per- 
fectly normal boy and was happily 
married.”
